Applicants' Amendment filed 12/23/04 has been considered in preparing this Office 
action. Applicants' Remarks/Arguments have overcome the art rejections recited in the prior 
Office action mail 8/23/04. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 12/23/04 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent No. 
6,005,558 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants' Remarks/Arguments provided in pages 7-9 of the above-identified 
Amendment have clearly pointed out the patentable novelty features and the differences between 
the claimed invention and the prior art of record. Specifically, the display utilizes: (i) a data bit 
stored in a storage element (latch 702) for controlling a switch (704) for asserting a voltage (V) 
su pplied by a first or a second voltage supply lines (622 and 624) (or terminals) , see independent 
claims 1 and 9; or (ii) a data bit stored in a storage means (latch 702) for asserting a 
predetermined voltage (VP or VI) supplied by a first or a second supply terminal means (622 and 
624}, see independent claim 17 (see Fig. 7). The closest prior art, Akiyama (U.S. Patent No. 
5,952,991), and McKnight (U.S. Patent No. 5,959,598) disclose conventional display devices, 
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either singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations, 
which are in combination with other claimed limitations obvious.
